The "Statement of Reasons for Allowance" included at page 2 of the Notice of 
Allowance dated June 13, 2005, mischaracterizes Claims 1-14. 

The "Statement of Reasons for Allowance" mischaracterizes Claims 1-4 because the 
Examiner's statement states "applying pulse position modulation wherein the first amplitude 
level is used as a reference amplitude level and based on that the two pulses 'II' and '12' are 
obtained in such a way that the polarities of these pulses are opposite of each other in the 
same pattern." However, this language is not recited in Claims 1-14.

Accordingly, Applicant submits that the Examiner's statement of reasons for 

allowance does not accurately reflect the subject matter recited in Claims 1-14, and 

thus Applicant submits that the Statement of Reasons for Allowance is not applicable 

to Claims 1-14.
